F riends have asked me to write more aDOut 
life in Switzerland, where I for 

years, in the Engadine, the Bernese Oberland, 
Lucerne, Lugano and other places. My last ansit 
for a few days, revived old memories, f" ^^3' 
I arrived at night at Montreux, a “terraced Para¬ 
dise” on the shore of Lake Geneva, visited the 
CasUe of Chillon; saw Mont Blanc gleaming white 
in the distance; and took Uie little electric train, 
which seemed to be all window—to let you s^ the 
views—and rode over the hills to tne Uke of Thun 
backed by the glorious mountains. Munch Ei^r 
and Jungfrau (Monk, Ogre, Maiden). As we 
passed the farms and chalets on the hillsides we 
were charmed with the musical sounds of the cow- 
bells as the cows moved about on the pastures, 
and were later to hear them again as they passed 
morning and evening Uirough the streets of Inter¬ 
laken in the Bernese Oberland. There memories 
came back of 50 years ago—of the hotels open 
for tourists: of the folks who came for mountain- 
climbing, tramping overhead at unearthly hours 
with hobnailed boots, asking for lanoline to save 
their faces from blistering in the sunshine and 
rarefied air, starting to climb with famous guides 
—splendid characters who kept up a correspond¬ 
ence with the great in many lands. I remembered 
the thunder of the avalanches on mountains across 
the valley, and the fall of snow and debris, look¬ 
ing small in the distance, and getting a sight, 
through a large telescope, of the climbers far up 
on the mountain, and perhaps of a chamois 
perched on a rock; and meeting the goat-boy (like 
Peter In the book, Heidi), who went through the 
village, being joined by a goat or two here and 
there, till a large flock accompanied him up a 
narrow mountain trail, while a distant tinkling of 
little goat-bells reached the village. There were 
safe paths above Murren where you came upon 
Swiss children offering wild strawberries for sale, 
or working furiously at a lace pillow as you came 
In sight. When you met little children on the 
road they said politely, "Gruss,” (or g;reetlng).

allotted for this purpose. This move is also aimed 
at preventing the strain on public transportation 
faciliies from becoming worse. 

Workers who are given extra gas rations for 
driving to work should cooperate fully In this ef¬ 
fort. The easing of ration restrictions on other 
things should not tempt us to believe that econom- 
ical use of gas and tires is no longer necessary. 

This “full load” campaign does not indicate that 
there will be any attempt to cut essential home- 
to-work automobile driving since many, thousands 
of workers cannot reach Uieir jobs in any other 
way. In one California county a survey reveialed 
that over 76 per cent of the employees in 39 Indus, 
tries used cars in getting to work. In some war 
plants the percentage runs well over 90 per cent. 

Obviously, without motor transportation our war 
effort would be paralyzed. This becomes more 
apparent when we realize that commercial motor 
carriers handle millions of tons of war materiel 
as well as vital 'civilian products. 

The military demand for gasoline in California 
will become heavier as the war emphasises shifts 
from Europe to Asia. So right now is the time 
for motorists to renew their efforts to prevent the 
waste of gas. The “full load” campaign is a good

S PEAKING of the desire to see the snow-clad 
mountains, a desire chanacteristic of folks liv¬ 
ing and working in the lowlands, I remember 
my first sight most vividly. We were up at dawn 
in a “wagon’lit” (bed-wagon or sleeping car) com¬ 
ing from France. Across the aisle were two work¬ 
ing girls on their holiday . As we emerged from 
a tunnel there was spread before our sight a fore¬ 
ground of green meadows, villages and brown 
chalets with lines of poplars; liehind them In the 
middle distance chestnuts, alders and larches, yel¬ 
lowing in the autumn; beyond them dense forests 
of pine trees seemingly indigo in the distance, a 
few of them straggling up the mountain sides like 
officers ahead of their men; and then came into 
view slopes of greenish ice, and last, the great, 
pure white peaks and ridges rising far up into 
the blue, rose-tipped with the rays of the rising 
sun. “Oh, Oh, Oh!” cried the two girls, clasping 
their hands as they rose in their seats, and “Oh, 
Oh, Oh!” was all they could say—speechless except 
for this exclamation, sharing a delight not trans. 
latable into words, and feeling the thrill that 
comes from the first recognition of beauty in¬ 
describable. A few writers have tried to put such 
feelings Into words. Martin Conway, a famous 
mountain climber, writes of the great wall of white 
reaching up into the sky, as “a thing vast, ma¬ 
jestic, and above all, mysterious, unapproachable 
as the clouds, a region not for men, but fairies, 
the rose-clad tops of the mountains where dance 
the spirits of the dawn. Fairest of all is the first 
vision. The first glory of a mountain view never 
comes again.” 

M atthew Arnold has given jioignant expres¬ 
sion to the call of Switzerland to one long¬ 
ing for rest from the toil and trouble of the 
common business of life. He wrote: 

Ye storm-winds of autumn who rush by, who shake 
The windows, and ruffle the gleam-lighted lake, 

Who cross from the hillside all sprinkled with farms, 

Where the high woods strip sadly their yellowing arms. 

Ye art bound for the mountains, with you let me go 
Where yon cold distant barrier, the vast range of snow 
Thru' the loose clouds lifts its white peaks in air. 

How sweet is their stillness, ah, would I were there! 

Hark, fast by the window the rushing winds go 
To the ice-cumbered gorges, the vast fields of snow. 

There the torrents drive upward their rock-strangled hum. 
Where the avalanche thunders the hoarse torrent dumb. 

I come, 0 ye mountains, ye torrents, I come! 

Blow, ye winds, take me with you, I come to the wild. 

Fold closely, 0 Nature, thine arms round thy child. 

To thee alone God granted a heart ever new. 

To all always open, to all always true, 

0 calm me, restore me and dry up my tears 
On thy high mountain platform where morn first appears. 
Where the white mists forever are spread and upfurled 
In the stir of the forces whence issued the world." 

It was an earlier poet, author of the book of 
Job, who imagined the Creator asking: “Hast thou 
entered into the treasures of the snow?”
